While nobody yet has been able 


to put salt on the tall of D-day, one 
gets the definite impression 
that 


the'gigantic Allied forces which are 
drawn up in battle array on the 
vital eastern and western sides of 
Hitler's European fortress are so 
well set that they could strike at 
will. 
There's an atmosphere of vast 


power held in leash, pending the TABLE 
arrival of the mysterious moment 
West 


which the favored few of the Al- 
lied, high command have 
chosen. 


You get what I mean from events 
on:the Russo-German front in Ro- 
mania. 


There, in an effort to forestall 


the coming storm, the 
Hitlerites 


have been making furious 
attacks 


against a Red line which has held 
them with contemptuous strength. 
Up in southeastern Poland —gate- 
way to Germany — the Nazis also 
have been making anxious explora- 
tory thrusts, only to beat their 
heads against a similar stone-wall. 


So it is, too, with the Western 


Allies. The intensive, invasion-type 
bombing continues apace. Perhaps 
the American and British air fleets 
still have considerable spade work 
they want to do before the amphib- 
ious forces get into action — or 
perhaps the task is about 
done. 


That's not for the public to know. 
Still, many observers feel confident 
that the American-British combina- 
tion can strike at any moment it 
wnats to. 
. There may be other subsidiary 
offensives before the eastern and 
western fronts erupt. The Germans 
are looking for that. They think 
there may be an Allied invasion in 
the Balkans. They 
suspect that 


French legions from Africa may be 
flung into the valley of the Rhone 
in Southern France, 
- Well, both those operations—and 
others — might be undertaken as 
preliminaries to the grand assaults 
of D-day. "Hitler is going to 
be 


compelled to defend every loophole 
in his Fortress Europe. 
* Meantime we have a going and 
profitable business in Italy. Nazi 
Field Marshal jKesselring will have 
to use all his undoubted skill to 
save himself from the total' dis- 
aster which grow out of me defeat 
he already had suffered.'' 


The marshall 
sustained 
nasty 


blows when American forces got 
astride Via Casilina, thereby cui 
ting the main line of retreat from 
his southern front, while other Yan- 
kee troops, thrust through the Ger- 
man line into the Alban hills south 
of Rome. Loss of the Alban hill de- 
fenses would be a catastrophe for 
him, since he would be cut off from 
the highways, most of which cen- 
ters in Rome. 
' Thus much depends on the out 
come of the fierce battle for the 
Alban hills. Whatever may be the 
ultimate outcome of Kesselring's 
efforts to extricate his troops from 
the Allied trap, he already has suf- 
fered heavy casualties, 
and 
his 


losses in equipment have been ter- 
rific.

Allied bombers based in Italy at- 


tacked objectives at Giurgiu, a Ro- 
manian city on the Danube river, 
last night. Planes of the Mediter- 
ranean Allied yir force flew 2,700 
sorties (individual plane 
flights) 


yesterday. 


A communique said five of these 


Italian-based planes were missing. 


Giurgiu is Romania's most im- 


portant river port for the shipment 


The American fliers were greet- 


ed by beaming Russian and Amer- 
ican ground crews as well as an of- 
ficial welcoming group which in- 
cluded U. S. Ambassador W. Avev- 
el! Harriman and Maj. Gen. John 
R. Deane, head of the American 
military mission to Russia. 


In an 
enthusiastic celebration, 


the American 
Legion of Merit, 


which the fliers had brought, was 
presented to Soviet Lt. Gen. Alem- 
ander R. Perminov, in charge of 
Russian facilities for the 
Ameri- 


cans. 


"It was a brief but happy cele- 


bration before servicing the air- 
craft with fuel and ammunition for 
unolher call on Ihe Axis en route 
to their home buses in England, 
Italy and Africa," said Deane. 


"The operations carried out to- 


day mark the first large-scale 
physical cooperation of the 
air 


forces of Britain, Russia and Amer- 
ica." 


Deane explained 
that without 


British aid the American 
planes 


could not take off from their origi- 
nal bases. 


One Russian observer hailed Ihe 


event as "certainly Ihe 
greatesl 


accomplishment in Soviet coopera- 
tion." 


(The Moscow radio broadcast an 


official announcement that "a con- 
siderable force of Amcrcian bomb- 
ers and 
fighters dealt 
a 
blow 


against enemy objectives in 
Ro- 


mania," adding that "a, part" of 
these planes landed on bases in So- 
viet territory. 


(Another Russian announcement 


declared: "The westward advance 
of the Red Army has brought the 
area of operations within the range 
of the air forces of the

The metal 
may appear to be hard as nails 
but it is, in reality, soft enough 
so that it can be flattened by an 
ordinary hammer. You drill a 
hole; you put a rivet i» it; while 


your partner holds a bucking-bar 
(a 
hand-size 
piece 
of 
steel) 


against the protruding shank of 
the rivet, you take your rivet-gun 
(at Simpson's, your "pneumatic 
vibrator," please). Into the muz- 
zle of your gun you fit a "set," the 
end of which is shaped to cover 
the rivet-head; you hold the set 
firm on the rivet, pull the trigger.

before been aware of were large 
red-hot spikes that men tossed to 
each other on the girders of a new 
building. 


Did these have to be made red- 


hot, I wondered? 


I They don't. Aluminum rivets 
'(or, more correctly, aluminum al- 
loy) are driven cold. The metal 
may appear to be hard as nails 
but it is, in reality, soft enough 
so that it can be flattened by an 
ordinary hammer. You drill a 
hole; you put a rivet i» it; while 


your partner holds a bucking-bar 
(a 
hand-size 
piece 
of 
steel) 


against the protruding shank of 
the rivet, you take your rivet-gun 
(at Simpson's, your "pneumatic 
vibrator," please). Into the muz- 
zle of your gun you fit a "set," the 
end of which is shaped to cover 
the rivet-head; you hold the set 
firm on the rivet, pull the trigger. 
Presto! the shank has squashed 
itself down into a flat "head" on 
your partner's side. 


This, they explained to us at 


Simpson's, 
was the procedure. 


Now we would try it; and th« 
classroom echoed with an explo«» 
sion of violent rat-tat-tats accom- 
panied by an explosion, of girlish 
shrieks and a third explosion of 
dropped bucking-bars.
